However, I have noticed one thing over the 
summer, which is that a lot of theories seem 
quite inexplicably intertwined with each 
other. By observing crop formations as 
’footprints’ from another dimension seems 
to run parallel with theories published by 
Lord Kelvin back in the latter years of the 
nineteenth century. Sir William Crookes, Sir 
Oliver Lodge and Arthur Findlay spoke of 
sub-atomic particles forming other 
universes intersecting our own at different 
frequencies and even Immanuel Kant, the 
great German philosopher of the eighteenth 
century questioned the reality of our three 
dimensional view of space. 

I hope the article ’Circular Dimensions 2' 
helps to explain the complexities of living in 


a multi-dimensional universe in simplified 
terms. 

As always, I am always on the lookout for 
reports of U.F.O sightings, personal 
experiences and any other related topics 
you think may be of interest to other 
Enigma readers. Due to popular demand I 
have re-printed another batch of issue 1, so 
if you have any friends or colleagues that 
are interested, back issues are still available.

Jhe concept of other dimensions can 
usually seem inexplicable and confusing to 
those of us who live in a three dimensional 
universe and I hope to try and explain some 
of the puzzling bits in the course of this 
article. 

First of all, what do we mean by other 
dimensions? How does our view of the 
world change when viewed from a different 
angle or perspective? The initial problem 
when confronted with concepts like this, is 
that most people have difficulty visualising 
shapes and objects when viewed from 
different dimensions. This is perfectly 
understandable because we are all living in 
a three dimensional world and all our 
senses are geared to making sense of our 
three dimensional surroundings. Any 
change to this and we immediately feel 
’something is not quite right’. 

Certain shapes which appear normal and 
acceptable from one view can often become 
’impossible’ from another view. This has 
always provided a fascination to artists and 
mathematicians through the ages, who have 
often created impossible objects as a source 
of optical illusions. But are they? 

Consider the shape in figure 1. What do you 
see? 



This depicts a famous optical illusion, first 
described by the Swiss naturalist and 
crystallographer L.A. Necker in 1832 and 
now known by psychologists as the ’Necker 
Cube'. Examine the diagram closely and it 
can be seen to spontaneously switch in 
depth, the front face reversing with the back 
face. 

Necker discovered it while looking at 
rhomboid crystals under a microscope and 
drawing them: the drawings switched in 
depth and no longer seemed to compare 
with the microscope image. 

Now examine figure 2. Can you see 
anything in addition to the six small black 
sectors?

In reality, there is only the six small sectors, 
but our brain ’sees' a white three 
dimensional cube in the middle. This 
illusion was first shown by the Italian 
psychologist and artist Gaetano Kanizsa. 

Although these two diagrams are both two 
dimensional, our brain has tried to interpret 
them as three dimensional images. This can 
sometimes lead to confusion, as we saw in 
figure 1, or to non-existent shapes, as shown

in figure 2. During the 1960's, Bela Julesz 
developed a technique termed random-dot 
stereograms. This uses the fact that we are 
equipped with two eyes, which, being a few 
inches apart, actually see’ two slightly 
different views of an image. The brain then 
combines the two images to form one 
composite three dimensional view of the 
world around us. 

JuJesz’s technique plays on the fact that by 
providing each eye with a slightly different 
image, the brain will do the rest to form an 
image. Figure 3 demonstrates this in terms 
of a simple square.

It takes a little while to adjust your eyes to 
see the image; You should stare ’into’ rather 
than ’at’ the pattern. Blur your vision so that 
each eye sees a double circle above the 
pattern, leading to four circles being seen. 
Now try and blur your vision so that the 
two centre circles merge to form a single 
circle. You should now see three circles. If 
you now examine the pattern of dots you 
should see what appears to be a square 
protruding from the page. This may take a 
bit of practice until you can see it with ease. 

Now you can see how easily your brain can 
be fooled into creating images from the data 
supplied to it. Each of the three previous 
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diagrams is no more than a two 
dimensional pattern on a piece of paper, yet 
your brain has ’told’ you that there is more 
to it than that. 

The obvious analogy here is what people 
see in the com fields. Some see messages 
from above, others beautiful art, Celtic 
symbols or misguided meanderings of 
elderly gentlemen. 

Whatever the meaning of the formations, 
no one can argue that they have brought 
people together, made people think and 
above all, promoted a higher level of 
consciousness amongst followers. 

1 strongly believe, a point I made in issue 1, 
that a link exists between the crop circles 
and higher dimensions. But the one 
stumbling block seems to be that of 
describing this higher' dimension or 
dimensions and how it interacts with our 
own three dimensional one. 

Firstly, we need to see how dimensions 
relate to one another. Imagine one 
dimension. This is a universe where you 
would have a single direction of 
movement, say left and right. You could 
not go forward or backward or up and 
down, because that would require 
movement in another direction. 

If we now move into a two dimensional 
universe, we gain another direction, say 
forward and backward. This second 
direction is at 90°, or right-angles, to the 
first direction (one dimension). Each new 
dimension introduces a movement at 90° to 
previous dimensions (see figure 4). 

In this second dimension we can now move 
forwards and backwards as well as left and 
right. Now, to go into the third dimension 
we have to move in a direction which is 


both 90° to left and right as well as 90° to 
up and down. Of course, as mentioned 
earlier, the third dimension allows us to 
move up and down as well as left, right, 
forward and backward. 



But, how can we move at 90° now, to 
enable us to move in the fourth dimension? 
The simple answer is that we can’t, or at 
least we can’t comprehend how we can. 

Let’s go back to another analogy. Imagine a 
pile of books, all identical in size, sitting on 
top of each other (figure 5). If you were to 
look directly down on the pile of books 
from above, you would effectively only see 
the top book and, thus, have a two 
dimensional view of the pile. 

From this angle you couldn’t tell if there 
was a single book, or a hundred books. But, 
by moving your viewpoint slightly and 
looking from a side angle you can then see 



that it is indeed a pile containing more than 
one book. Therefore, we can look at the 
three dimensional world as being a stack of 
two dimensional worlds, all on top of one 
another. 

A bookworm living in, and restricted to, 
the top book wouldn't even know the 
bottom book existed. In fact, if you told him 
you had a friend who had contacted a 
family of bookworms living in some far off 
parallel book, he’d probably say you were 
mad and carry on munching his way 
through his own universe'. 

Now we can perhaps begin to comprehend 
some other world consisting of a stack of 
three dimensional universes. A sort of 
hyper-world somewhere. How can these 
world’s differ? 

There are many ideas to try and attack this 
problem. One is the concept of different 
frequencies. Our world is made up from 
many billions of atoms, each containing 
billions of sub-atomic particles. 

However, as a physicist will tell you, an 
atom is mainly an empty space, with a 
minute ’neutron’ forming 99.99% of it’s 
mass. In fact, if you imagine the dome of St. 
Pauls cathedral as an atom, a point of a

needle in the centre would represent the 
nucleus, the remaining space being orbiting 
electrons. 

Each atom vibrates at a particular, fixed 
frequency. Thus, at room temperature 
oxygen atoms vibrate much, much faster 
than say, carbon atoms - which is why 
carbon is a solid and oxygen is a gas. In 
fact, oxygen atoms are vibrating so fast that 
our eyes can't see them. They are invisible 
to us, yet they are all around us. 

Therefore, just because they cannot be 
detected by our senses doesn’t mean that 
they don’t exist - after all we breath them in 
all day. 

However, we can slow down the frequency 
of oxygen atoms by cooling it down so that 
it becomes a solid that we can see. 
However, to do this we would have to 
freeze it to -220 degrees C. 

There are things all around us that we 
cannot see, simply because they operate at 
a different frequency to be picked up by 
our five senses. For example, as we sit in 
our living room and watch the television, 
we are surrounded by TV and radio waves 
all operating at different frequencies. 

Some people believe that we have a sixth, 
or etheric, sense. Could it be that this 
operates at higher frequencies, thus picking 
up those signals that our ordinary senses 
miss. A medium who possesses the ability 
to communicate with our lost, loved ones 
perhaps acts as a short-wave radio receiver, 
being able to tune him or herself into the 
vibrations of the etheric universe. 

Lets go back to our earlier puzzle; How to 
move at right angles to the third 
dimensional universe and thus move in the 
fourth dimension. Many people usually 


refer to the fourth dimension as time. For 
instance, imagine meeting a friend at a 
specific three dimensional location, say the 
fourth floor of a tower block three blocks 
west and two blocks north of where he 
lives. He has a three dimensional reference 
of how to find you, but you need to tell him 
what time to meet you. It’s no good if he 
turns up at 4 o-clock if you left at 3.45. You 
need to specify the time as well. 

1 tend to refer to time as only half a 
dimension, as we don’t really have free 
movement. For example, we can only move 
forward in time, we can't (as yet!) move 
backwards in time, therefore I tend to 
dismiss time as the fourth dimension. 

However, the fourth dimension could 
possibly be frequency’, which is linked to 
time. Using the analogy above, we could 
tell our friend to go to the room on the 
fourth floor and tune his radio to a certain 
frequency and we'll send him a radio 
message. 

This does indeed move at right angles to 
our three dimensions, for we could tell him 
to tune his radio to a higher or lower 
frequency. In fact, every frequency exists 
within a single three dimensional point. 

We could imagine a four dimensional 
world make up of a stack of three 
dimensional worlds, all operating at a 
slightly different frequency. We would be a 
bit like the bookworm earlier, only seeing 
the world within the set of frequencies 
available to our senses. 

How does this relate to crop circles, I hear 
you ask? 

It is my believe that the circle makers come 
from another dimension or more simply, a 
different frequency to our universe. This 
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idea seems to compliment other theories I 
have heard. Whether the circle makers are 
ET’s, departed spirits, earth spirits or 
simply wind vortices, all can be fitted to 
this theory. However, rather than cop out 
to find a theory that encompasses all other 
ideas, I would now like to localise my 
theory a bit. 

For a start, I would tend to discount wind 
vortices, because I strongly believe that 
whatever is making the circles has some 
underlying intelligence behind it. The 
formations are too exquisite, yet 
mathematically accurate to be simply 
random shapes. 

I don’t believe they are made by earth 
spirits or the suchlike, simply because that 
doesn’t ’feel’ right, to me. However, this 
brings me to the most important aspect of 
the circles, what the message is. I think it is 
very much an individual message, one for 
each of us, as individuals, to decide for 
ourselves, using our own mind. 

This brings me full circle, if you excuse the 
pun, for I believe that the mind is multi¬ 
dimensional. By meditating we can project 
our mind out of our three dimensional 
surroundings <ind create other landscapes 
within our innermost thoughts. 

Take a few moments to think to yourself. 
Imagine a garden with a path up to a little 
cottage, with honeysuckle around the door 
and foxgloves growing in the garden. The 
sun is shining and you can feel the suns 
warm rays on your body. 

Sit and think of that tranquil scene for a few 
moments. Now, didn’t you just create a 
three dimensional scene inside your head. 
But, what. Your head is only a three 
dimensional object - feel it with your hands.

So, what have you just witnessed? A three 
dimensional shape within a three 
dimensional shape. A paradox? No. Simply 
a projection of your mind into another 
dimension. 

Getting back to my idea of crop circles, I 
like to think of the circle makers as ET’s - 
this is my own personal view. However, 
before you dismiss this idea (if you don’t 
happen to agree with me), what is your 
idea? Where did it some from? 

Answer - your mind. So your ideas come 
from the same place as my ideas - but why 
am I writing this in the first place? Why did 
I start to do Enigma? Because of the crop 
circles. 

Now, whatever your idea of the crop 
circles, consider how many people you 
have met with similar minds to your own. 
How often do to bump into a complete 
stranger at 2am in a deserted carpark miles 
from anywhere and start an intellectual 
conversation as if you’ve known the person 
for years. 

Whatever the origin of the crop circles, 
there is one common link - that of joining 
like-minded people together; those who 
think and wish to expand their mind 
beyond the tedium of everyday life. 

Therefore haven’t the circle makers 
obtained their goal. They have 
communicated with peoples minds, made 
them think for themselves, say ’’But, what 
if...”, meet new friends and above all, 
expand ones knowledge beyond all 
previous boundaries.

Only Defence Aeainst 


The Scientific Experiments of 
Sir William Crookes OM.

The two dots were both travelling at the 
same speed and keeping a constant 
distance between them (as if the first one 
was towing the second, although no joining 
connection was visible to us) 


Sat 3rd July This occasion I travelled to 
Alton Barnes for the purpose of tin all night 
U.F.O. watch. I was accompanied by my 
girlfriend Jan and my friend Andrew Hillis.

It was brought to my attention during the autumn months of 1993, that the elaborate 
Barbury Castle formation was possibly a hoax. So far, this is regarded as possibly the most 
elaborate <ind beautiful of all formations yet discovered.

I can now reveal that due to hidden cameras being set up in the field, amazingly by 
coincidence only ten minutes before the hoaxer struck, the following evidence has been 
obtained using high-powered, expensive computer imaging techniques.

On Sat 24th July 1993 Myself and a friend 
visited a new formation at East Kennet that 
has been named the Space Ship formation. 
It formed the previous night (23/24th July). 
I had with me a new set of dowsing rods 
but as there were a lot of people I didn't feel 
I wanted to try them out, so we decided to 
return the following morning. 

9am Sunday 25th July the three of us 
entered the formation (another friend 
joined us during our vigil at Alton Barnes) 
It was noticed that an additional circle had 
formed during the night.

The Case for... 


No iife 

Scientists agree now that there is no life on 
this remote barren planet, covered mainly 
in a reddish dust-filled desert. However, 
who can say whether Mars was once 
visited by passing extra-terrestrials? There 
is now a growing movement of people, 
especially in the U.S.A., who strongly 
believe that this is the case. 

Richard Hoagland, a former NASA 
consultant and co-creator of mankinds first 
ever stellar message leaving the Solar 
System aboard Pioneer 10 argues the case 
after what appears to be a face was found 
on a video returned from the Viking 
mission back in 1976. 

Images analysed 

Frame 35A72, showing the Northern 
Martian dessert region known as Cydonia 
clearly depicts a stone image closely 
resembling a face (see photo over page). 
The official response was that the image 
was probably a trick of light and shadow. 

However, a second frame taken 35 days 
later also provides startling clarity. What is 


There is not only a face on Mars but also a 
five sided pyramid (termed the D&M), a 
large mount (called the Tholus), a cliff and 
a group of polyhedral objects (named the 
City). What’s more, these objects all appear 
to be mathematically aligned with each 
other. No - not by using complicated 
formulae, manipulated to give good results 
but simple sums using terms such as PI and 
e. The Face is positioned exactly 90° 
between the D&M pyramid and the Tholus. 

The D&M itself is located at 40.868° North. 
This number is the tangent of e divided by 
PI. By projecting lines across the Martian 
landscape, Hoagland has been able to make 
a possible data of construction. If one was 
to have stood at the City centre a mere half 
a million years ago, one could have 
watched as the Summer Solstice sun rose 
over the face to the east. 

If you project a line in the direction of this 
sun, past the face it will go on to the cliff, 
which lies at the other end of the line. In 
fact, this is how the cliff was discovered. 

If you look beyond the cliff, there is a huge 
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Face on Mars 


crater which seems to have a tetrahedral 
structure embedded in it's rim. If you now 
measure the angle joining the cliff to the 
crater through the Tholus, you find that it is 
19.5^. In fact, this 19.5'^ is a number that

keeps occurring in the geometry of the 
Martian landscape, but what is the 
significance? 

The Tetrahedral link 

If you take a tetrahedron and place it 
exactly inside a sphere so that it’s apex 
touches the pH)le of the sphere, it's bottom 
three comers will always touch the edge of 
the sphere at 19.5°. This, Hoagland later 
discovered, seems to be a significant 
number. 

What do you get if you place imaginary 
tetrahedrons inside some of the other 
planets? Well, on Earth the chain of 
Hawaiian volcanoes is situated at 19.5° 
latitude. Jupiter's Red Spot is at 19.5° and 
back on Mars, a giant shield volcano, 
Olympus Mons is at 19.5° latitude. 

Using these findings Hoagland successfully 
predicted in July 1989, two weeks before 
the Voyager probe confirmed it, that 
Neptune too would have a giant spot 
similar to Jupiter's and it too would lie at 
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19.5° latitude. Tetrahedral geometry also 
seems inexplicably linked to Crop Circle 
analysis. For example, the Barbury Castle 
formation of 1991 is a mathematically 
perfect twin inverted hyper-tetrahedron’ - 
two hyper-dimensional tetrahedrons 
superimposed over one another, one 
upright and the other upside down. 

The bottom Cheesefoot head 
pictogram of 1993 also conforms to 
3D tetrahedral geometry.’*^ 


The Terrestrial Connection 

However, the most amazing (and 
difficult to comprehend) link is that 
made between Cydonia on Mars and 
locations, and objects, here on Earth. 
The parallel here on Earth is the 
Egyptian Sphinx located at approx 
The cosine of 30 equals the tangent 
the latitude of the D&M. While

this link is somewhat imaginative, the three 
pyramids at Giza lie on the curve of an 
Archimedian spiral of which the position of 
the sphinx in relation to this is e divided by 
PI. (This curve also seems remarkably 
similar to the hyperbola plotted by a 
spacecraft accelerating to leave a planet’s 
sphere of gravitational influence - Ed.)

Man and Beast 

If, using a computer, you take the left half 
of the face and reflect it over the right half 
the image appears to resemble a hominid 
face. However, if you then take the right 
half and reflect it over the left half, it bears 
an uncanny resemblance to a feline face. 
Again, like the Egyptian Sphinx, the 
Martian face seems to depict some 
mythological fusion between man and 
beast. 

The Wiltshire link 

One of the Mars Mission’s British members, 
David Percy has also discovered what 
appears to be another major terrestrial link, 
right in the middle of Crop Circle country. 
David superimposed a map of the Silbury 
Hill and Avebury area over a scaled down 
map of the Cydonia region. The match was 
exact! 

Superimposing Silbury Hill over the top of 
the Tholus, the crater fits exactly over 
Avebury stone circle, even down to a 
mound on the rim of the Avebury circle 
correspx)nding to the tetrahedral marking 
on the crater. 

So what? 

Many people find it hard to imagine some 
sort of intelligence behind the Mars Face. 
However, this doesn’t automatically mean 
that there was once a long lost civilisation 
on Mars. What if, our Solar System was 
visited, 500,000 years ago, by some 
intelligent beings from a distant galaxy? 

Surely, if they possessed the technology to 
visit our Solar System, and Mars, it would 
be a mere galactic bus stop to continue on 
and visit Earth. Could they in some how 
have influenced the primitive civilisations 
they discovered here? 

Hoagland discussed even more links with

ancient civilisations including the 
Atlantians and Mayans at a talk he gave to 
the United Nations in February 1992. 

Confirmation denied 

A single frame hardly seems justification to 
convert a sceptical mind, but Mars is within 
reach of Man’s space exploration and in 
September 1992, NASA launched a probe - 
the Mars Observer, armed with a camera 50 
times more px)werful than the original 
Voyager one - confirmation at last! 

Although at the time of launch, no one at 
NASA would confirm or deny if more 
photos of Cydonia would be returned; 
somewhat puzzling as any curious mind 
would seek to confirm or deny the 
allegations put forward. This of course 
gave many people reason to believe this 
was just another Government cover-up. 

In December 1993 NASA announced that 
due to a fault developing onboard Mars 
Observer, they were unable to re-gain 
communications - just as the probe was 
about to enter Mars orbit. 

For a project costing SI billion, the whole 
project seems to have been forgotten rather 
quickly by the media. ”An accidental failure 
by the probe would be an ideal way to 
prevent the release of new photographs", 
claim Martian enthusiasts. Is this another 
Government cover-up, or merely a failure 
of human technology to conquer space. 

If there’s one thing extra-terrestriaJs can 
teach us humans, it would be how to get 
past the end of the garden path in Galactic 
terms. 

... or was it all just a trick of the light?
